be rich and powerful, able to 
take their Neighbours Towns and 
Countries; and able to hinder o-

| "ble to do a great deal of Miſ- 
chief to other Princes Subjects, at 
the Expence of the Lives, and E 
| ſtates of their own; and able to 
protect their own People, from 
the Violence of their Neighbours: 
And- One can go no farther---tor 
they will not be able to protect 
them from their own arbutrary 
Violence, Oppreſſions, and Exact: 
ons. Tis Happineſs enough they 
think, that they defend their Prey 
from other Lions, to devour 1t at 
their own Leiſure themſelves. Thi 
is, for ought I ſee, all the Happ 
neſs that moſt other Nations o 
the World enjoy : They are hap 
py in having Princes rich anc 
powerful, full of Honour anQh.,, 
Magnificence , Empires of jars doch 
Ex 
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Extent, Caſtles and Forts impreg- 
nable, Armies innutnerable, and 
Garrifons in every City. But if 
tliis be the Happineſs of a People, 
cis, ſurely, ſuch as is not to be er 
vied: The Happineſs of a People, 
. muſt appear in the People, and be 
felt by the People. And it is not 
from the Splendor and Profu- 
ſion of a Court, nor Glitterings 
of the Camp, nor the fine Habits 
of a numerous Guard, nor ſtately 
Edifices of a few great Men, and 
their luxurious Way of living:
